nice stories. T h e river looked beautiful 
for¡the nig ht was clear with the moon 
a little past its full. 
The lig hts of 
Cairo made a pretty nig ht picture off 
at our rig ht. 
A brief stop was made 
sout h of the river and 
1 stepped off 
tlm t rain to st.ret.ch t ireci muscles up­ 
on Kent ucky soil. 
We then crawled into our berths to 
be awakened at 1 oeioek this morning 
by the suppressed laug hter of Harr, 
our German friend from Rochelle We 
were running 1 liroug h Memphis then 
and the whistle of the Mississippi 
steam boats thoroug hly ar used us.
